above 70 degrees in the w inter 
Air 
every room system atically every day, 
uo m atter w hat the outdoor tem perature 
may be. 
Always have fresh air in the 
bedroom. There is nothing poisonous in 
“ night air, ” popular belief to the con­ 
trary notw ithstanding. 
In a word, don’t lie always afraid of 
catching cold, don’t coddle, but meet 
cold and wet and changes of tempera 
ture like a lean, or rather like a horse, 
and you w ill then run a better chance 
of being as strong as a horse. 
Of course you m ust strengthen your 
arm or w here it is weak, but if you*rec­ 
ognize in yourself a weak place, a “ cold 
spot,” don’t cover it up w ith more 
clothes, but toughen it and toughen 
your entire body until it la one homo­ 
geneous resistant whole.— Y outh’s Com­ 
panion.

If a few years ago music had boon de­ 
clared to bo as necessary in education 
as in mathematics or physic«, the state­ 
ment would have been received with 
amazement, if not with derision.

early aim of common school education 
was the makiug of practical men and 
women, and by “ practical” was meant 
a preparation for the ordinary brend- 
wiuning uffairs of life. 
Not that the 
moral side id education was ignored, 
but it was believed that the three It’s 
and the hard and fast sciences, together 
with a general indorsement of religion 
and good ethics, were sufficient factors 
in character building and all that the 
schools should supply. Music, litera­ 
ture and drawing, if they found any 
place in the curriculum, were merely 
incidents that were not sufficiently 
practical to 1« requisites, nor was their 
more subtle and potent influence 011 the 
character and the higher development 
of the mind appreciated or perceived. 
Ornamental they might be, but they 
were not believed to be useful. Only a 
visionary 
sentimentality 
considered 
these arts as necessary to public educa­ 
tion. Today art, in a broad sense, occu­ 
pies a far higher place in the regard of 
every educator of note and of every 
man who is alive to the interests of 
well balanced and symmetrical educa­ 
tion. 
In fact, the art influence in edu­ 
cation is coming to be adequately ap­ 
preciated, and art is no longer considered 
an incident in life, but rather the real­ 
ity itself. 
We are not attempting to detract 
from the nobility of labor. That, educa­ 
tion whh h founds industries, which 
adds to the comfort of mankind, which 
makes possible the cultivation of the 
arts, we must recognize, uphold and ad­ 
mire, but that education which tells 
us we are not altogether commercial 
machines; that to love ¡something for its 
innate beauty and not for its pecuniary 
woith is w ise and gfiod; that by loving 
harmony of sound we may come to 
love harmony of deeds; that tones 
which speak to us of others’ sorrows, 
making uk forget self, may tie of more 
wortli in the end than much positive 
science—such education we are begin­ 
ning to rr vi re and to see in it the most 
practical method of developing sweeter 
women and nobler men.—Philadelphia 
Times.

A QUORUM OF CONGRESS. 


ÊÔfclUM'Û K EA N . 


Much BoK lnm Transacted W ithout One 
Privileges of Representatives. 
In “ This Country of Ours, ” iu The 
Century, ex-President Harrison gives 
this interesting view of tho workings of 
congress: “ A m ajority of each house, 
under the constitution, constit*t«s a 
quorum for tho transaction of business. 
If a quoruiu is not pres» ut and that fact 
Is disclosed by a yea aud nay vote, busi­ 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur­ 
ed. But the members present are empow­ 
ered by the constitution to adjourn from 
day today and ‘to compel the attend­ 
ance of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house 
may provide. ’ A great deal of business is 
done in both the senate and tho house 
when a quorum is not present, the ab­ 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by arollcalL The sergeant-at- 
arms is not an infrequent attendant at 
social receptions and dinners, but al­ 
ways an unwelcome one when he comes 
to demand the attendance of truant sen­ 
ators or members upon their respective 
houses. Onc-iifth of the members pres­ 
ent may demand a vote by yeas and 
nays, and the vote must be recorded in 
the journal which each house is required 
tii kisejj of 
(tfuCVeuiu|8. Tin« journal 
does not include the debates, which arc, 
however, published in full daily in The 
Congressional Record. 
“ The senators and members are priv 
ileged from arrest, except for treuse n, 
felony or breach of the peace, while iu 
attendance upon their respective houses 
and while going to and returning to the 
meetings of congress. 
A member may 
be punished by the bouse to which ht 
belongs for disorderly behavior, and by 
a two-thirds vote of the house may be 
expelled. ’ *

Before the third century after the 
birth of Shakespeare had reached its 
first quarter there was bom in England 
to a stago carpenter and a strolling 
actress a child destined to grapple with 
the poet’s highest thought aud iuterpret 
it with a vividness that to this day 
stands unrivaled. Coleridge’s terse com­ 
ment, that to see him act was reading 
Shakespeare by lightning, reveals him 
w ith the fullness of a volume. Edmund 
Kean, along with most people early 
trained to an art, had little, if any, ed­ 
ucation of the schools. 
He was when « 
boy provided w ith instruction by some 
benevolent people whom his smartness 
and beauty attracted, but he rebelled 
against the tasks of study and went to 
sea. But life there was too rough for liis 
flue nature. 
He returned to England, 
and at the age of 7 began the study of 
Shakespeare’s characters with his un­ 
cle Moses. This fie continued with au 
actress named Tidswell, who tanght 
him besides, us well as she knew, the 
principles ofher a rt 
At that early age he had the credit of 
originality so surprising as even then 
to challenge the supremacy of Philip 
Kemble. 
A t 14 he played Hamlet. 
King George had him recite at Windsor 
castle, and it is said this incident led 
some gentlemen to send him to Eton, 
but there is no record of it. 
At 20 he 
was in a provincial troop, n member 
of which he married, and for six years 
thereafter, until his glorious night at 
Drury Lane, his life was one of hard­ 
ship, struggle, obscurity, but, thanks to 
the faith in himself, not hopeless. 
His 
London debut was made at 25. 
He had 
fought for it hard and long and would 
then have missed it but for the falling 
reputation of tho theater. 
London de­ 
buts in first roles are not easy for pro­ 
vincial actors, and none knows better 
bow hard they are to get than Henry 
Irving. Kean seems to have been at liia 
full splendor, and made a bit. After that 
his habits were altogether prejudicial 
to the refinement of taste or tb© acqui­ 
sition of knowledge.—St, Louis Glob»

The prices have kept on 
going down as the revolvers have im ­ 
proved iu manufacture, so that now a 
perfect working aud reliable revolver 
can be bought at retail as low as $1, 
aud even the best makes for $2 or |3. 
“ Thn m R r/v-kinp «nd hamnierlesa 
revolver, which five years ago sold at 
retail at $K) aud $12, can now bo 
bought by the carload as low as $3 or 
$3, aud the better goods at from $4 to 
$0. In thfso arms tbe best steel is used. 
The German revolver, which was the 
only one which ever seriously competed 
w ith thost cf American make, has about 
run out its race au*l is never offered 
any more except 
in country stores, 
where it is bought by boys. It is clum­ 
sier made and heavier than tho Ameri­ 
can revolver aud no more compares 
with the latter thau thau does the Eng* 
ligb lino c f revolvers, which at one 
time were very i-reely sold in this coun­ 
try. 
Likewise the American rifle and 
shotgun have outdistanced all other 
makes, though the German cheap shot­ 
guns still find a good market with those 
who do not care to put much money in 
a gun.

Let 
the clothing be adapted to the season, 
though always as light as possible, but 
keep the neck uncovered— no turned up 
coat collar, no muffler, no boa. 
Never 
let tho temperature in tho hi use rise 
above 70 degrees in the winter. 
Air 
every room systematically every day, 
no matter what (lie outdoor temperature 
may be. 
Always have fresh air in tho 
bedroom. There is nothing poisonous in 
“ night air, ” popular belief to tho con­ 
trary notwithstanding. 
In a word, don’t be always afraid of 
catching cold, don’t coddle, but meet 
cold aud wet and changes of tempera 
turo like a n an, or rather like a horse, 
and you w ill then ran si better chanco 
of being as strong as a horse, 
Of course you must strengthen your 
armor where it is weak, but if you rec­ 
ognize in yourself a w< ak place, a “ cold 
spot,” don’t rover it up with more 
clothes, but toughen it aud toughen 
your i ut ire body until it i - one homo­ 
geneous resistant whole.

If a few years ago music hod been de­ 
clared to be as necessary in education 
as in math* inatirs or physics, the state­ 
ment would havo been received with 
amaxrment, if not with derision. The 
early aim of common school education 
was the making of practical men aud 
women, anti by “ practical” was meant 
a preparation for the ordinary bread­ 
winning affairs of life. 
Not that tho 
moral side of education was ignored, 
but it was believed that the three B ’s 
aud tho bani aud fast sciences, together 
with a general indorsement of religion 
aud good ethics, wore sufficient factors 
in character building aud all thut tho 
schools should supply. 
Music, litera­ 
ture and drawing, if they found any 
place in the curriculum, were merely 
incidents that were not sufficiently 
practical to lie requisites, nor was their 
more subtle aud potent influence on the 
character and the higher development 
of the mind appreciated or perceived. 
Ornamental they might be, but they 
were not believed to be useful. Only a 
visionary 
sentimentality 
considered 
th* se arts as necessary to public educa­ 
tion. Today art, in a broad sense, occu­ 
pies a far higher place in the regard of 
every educator of note and of every 
man who is alive to the interests of 
well balanced aud symmetrical educa­ 
tion. 
In fact, the art influence in edu­ 
cation is coming to bo ad* quately ap­ 
preciated, aud art is no lunger consider* d 
au incident in life, but rather the real­ 
ity itself. 
We are not attempting to detract 
from the nobility of labor. Thai educa­ 
tion w hbb founds industries, which 
ados to the comfort of mankind, which 
makes possible the cultivation of the 
arts, we must recognise, uphold aud ad­ 
mire, but that education which tells 
na we ure not altogether commercial 
machines; that to love something for its 
innate beauty and not. for its pecuniary 
woith is wiso anil geed; that by loving 
balmony of sound we may come to 
love harmony of deeds; that toms 
which speak to us of others* sorrows, 
making us borg* t self, may he of more 
worth in the iud than much positive 
science—such education we are begin- 
mng to r< vt in aud to see IU it the most 
practical mi thod of developing sweeter 
women aud nobler melt.•—Philadelphia 
Tim* s.

A Q U O R U M OF C O N G R E S S . 


M od i Uu«in**8 T ransacted W ith o u t On* 
P r iv ile g e s o f R ep resen tative*. 
In ‘This Country of Ours,” in The 
Century, ex-President Harrison give* 
this interesting view of the workings of 
congress: “ A majority of each house, 
under the constitution, constitutes a 
quorum for tho transaction of business. 
lf a quorum is not present and that fact 
Is disclosed by a yea and nay vote, busi­ 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur­ 
ed. But tho members present are empow­ 
ered by the constitution to adjourn from 
day today and ‘to comped the attend­ 
ance of absent members, in such mann* r 
and under such penalties aa each house 
may provide. ’ A great deal of business is 
done in both the senate and the house 
when a quorum is not present, the ab­ 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by a roll call. The sergeant-at- 
arms is not an infrequent attendant a1 
social receptions and dinners, but al­ 
ways an unwelcome erne when he comes 
to demand the attendance of truant sen­ 
ators or members upon their respective 
houses. Ouc-fifth of the members pres­ 
ent may demand a vote by yeas and 
nays, and the vote must be recorded in 
the journal which each house is required 
to keep of its proceedings. This journal 
does not include the debates, which arc, 
however, published in full daily in The 
Congressional Record. 
“ The senators and members are priv 
ileged from arrest, exc* pt for trea«< o, 
felony or breach of the peace, while in 
attendance upon their respective bom* a 
and while going to and returning to the 
meetings of congress. A member may 
be punished by the house to which lit 
belongs for disorderly behavior, and by 
a two thirds vote of the house may be 
expelled. ’ *

Before the third century after the 
birth of Shakespeare had reached its 
first quarter there was born in England 
to a stag© carpenter aud a strolling 
actress a child destined to grapple with 
the poet’s highest thought and interpret 
it with a vividness that to this day 
stands unrivaled. Coleridge’s terse com­ 
ment, that to see him act was reading 
Shakespeare by lightning, reveals him 
with the fullness of a volume. Edmund 
Kean, along with most people early 
trained to on art, had little, if any, ed­ 
ucation of the schools. 
He was when a 
boy provided w ith instruction by some 
benevolent people whom his smartness 
and beauty attracted, but he rebelled 
against the tasks of study and went to 
sea. But life there was too rough for his 
fine nature. 
He returned to England, 
and at the age of 7 began the study of 
Shakespeare’s characters w ith his un­ 
cle Moses. This he continued w ith an 
actress named Tidswell, who taught 
him besides, as well us she knew, the 
principles of'ber a rt 
At that early age he had the credit of 
originality so surprising as even then 
to challenge the supremacy of Philip 
Kemble. 
At 14 he played Hamlet. 
King George had him recite at Windsor 
castle, and it is said this incident led 
somo gentlemen to send him to Eton, 
but there is no record of it. 
At 20 he 
was in a provincial troop, a member 
of which he married, aud for six years 
thereafter, until his glorious night at 
Drury Lane, his life was one of hard­ 
ship, struggle, obscurity, but, thanks to 
the faith in himself, not bopeh ss. 
His 
Loudon debut was made at 28. 
He bad 
fought for it hard and long and would 
then have missed it but for the falling 
reputation of the theater. 
London de­ 
buts in first roles are not easy for pro­ 
vincial actors, and none knows better 
bow hard they are to get than Henry 
Irving. Kean set ins to have bu n at his 
full splendor, and made a hit. After that 
his habits were altogether prejudicial 
to the refinement of taste of the acqui­ 
sition of knowledge.—bt, Louis Glob*

The prices have kept on 
going down as the revolvers have im­ 
proved in manufacture, so that now a 
perfect working and reliable revolver 
can bo bought at retail os low as l l , 
aud even the best makes for $2 or $3 
“ Tho self cocking aud hammerless 
revolver, which five years ago told at 
retail at $H) and $13, can now be 
bought by tho carload as low as $3 or 
$8, aud the better goods at from $4 to 
$0. In these arms the best steel is used. 
The German revolver, which was the 
only one which ever seriously competed 
with those cf American make, has about 
m u out its race aik! is never offered 
any more except 
in country stores, 
where it is bought by boys. It is clum­ 
sier wade aud heavier than the Ameri­ 
can revolver aud no moro compares 
with the latter than than does the Eng­ 
lish line tf revolvers, which at one 
time were very freely sold in this coun­ 
try. 
Likewise the American rifle and 
shotgun have outdistanced all other 
makes, though the German cheap shot­ 
guns still find a good market with these 
w ho do not euro to put much money in 
a gun.
